HOUSTON (U P I) - With Skylab 
cooling 
under the shade of 
an 
um brella, three astronauts settled 
down in the space station today and 
began all-im portant medical testing 
for a record 28 days in orbit. 
Charles 
“ P ete’’ 
Conrad, 
Dr. 
Joseph P. Kerwin and Paul J. Weitz 
awakened on their fourth day in 
space shortly after 7 a.m . EDT and 
their first chore was to draw blood 
sam ples from each other for later 
analysis. 
“ Hello there, our hands are full of 
bloody medical equipment, but w e’ll 
recover,” said Weitz when the big 
space station swept over the Gulf of 
Mexico at 8.15 a.m. It was the first 
tim e Am ericans had taken blood 
samples in space. 
Conrad, Kerwin and Weitz have 
tu rn e d 
th e 
100-ton, 
e ig h t 
com partm ent 
assembly 
into 
a 
liveable 
house. 
They 
cooked 
breakfast in their wardroom for the 
first tim e this morning and plan to 
move into three private bedrooms 
tonight. 
“ I’ve 
just 
finished 
shaving, 
breakfast is cooking and I think with 
a little luck at all w e’ll get into a 
good routine,” Conrad said. 
Things were going so smoothly 
now that the space station has been 
repaired 
and cooled 
that flight 
directors 
scheduled 
an 
in-flight 
televised news conference for the 
pilots this afternoon. 
“ All things considered, I think 
we re in incredible shape,” said 
flight director Neil Hutchinson after 
the three crewmen went to sleep 
late Sunday night in the cool forward 
airlock module section. “ I think 
we re going to have a real good 
mission. We re off and running. 
Doctors reported after talking 
privately with Conrad, Kerwin and 
Weitz 
that 
they 
were 
in 
good 
physical 
condition 
with 
nothing 
m ore serious than stuffy noses to 
worry about. They used nose drops 
to rem edy that. 
The 
first 
of 
the 
astronauts' 
experim ents, scheduled just before 
dinner hour tonight, are two of the 
most 
im portant 
of 
the 
whole 
mission—to see how weightlessness 
affects 
the 
body’s 
circulatory 
system and how m an’s ability to 


work is affected by the lack of 
gravity. 
Previous missions, lasting up to 14 
days, have shown that the heart gets 
lazy when it does not have to pump 
against gravity and that it takes a 
few days for the heart to readapt to 
gravity when the astronauis return 
to Earth. 
Space flights also have shown that 
when men returned from space they 
were for a period of tim e unable to 
m atch their previous ability to 
work. 
Skylab is designed to monitor 
these changes in space for the first 
tim e and to see if the body continues 
to weaken during prolonged space 
flight. Weitz will be the patient 
today and Kerwin, A m erica’s first 
space physician, will run the tests. 


To sim ulate gravity, Weitz lies in 
a device that resem bles an iron 
lung. It reduces the air pressure on 
the lower part of the body and 
m akes the heart work harder to 
pump blood to the upper body, as it 
would 
under 
gravity 
conditions. 
Weitz’ heart rate and blood pressure 


will be watched and sim ilar tests 
will be run throughout the mission 
on all three pilots to see how their 
circulatory system changes. 
For the other test, Weitz will ride 
a stationary bike in Skylab’s first 
floor experim ent area while Kerwin 
monitors his heart rate and oxygen 
intake. This test too will be repeated 
regularly on all three pilots. 
The spaceflight endurance record 
is nearly 24 days set by three 
Russians who were killed in a 
s p a c e c r a f t 
d e p re s s u riz a tio n 
accident while returning to Earth. 
The 
three 
Skylab 
astronauts 
activated all the station’s systems 
Sunday to get the research lab 
nearly ready for the start of normal 
orbital 
operations. 
The 
pilots 
showed during wo telecasts to E arth 
that they were quickly adapting to 
the immense size of the station. 


They floated with ease from top to 
bottom in the 27-foot long workshop 
section of Skylab, gliding smoothly 
through a 42-inch wide hole between 
the grid floor dividing the area into 
two levels.

Despite the promises and efforts which have been made 
over the past years for tax relief for homeowners, the 
California Taxpayers Association recently reported that 
property taxes have doubled in the last seven years. 
So it may be that the only real hope the homeowners have 
for relief is contained in proposals by Senator Milton 
Marks 
Most attempts to reduce property taxes have taken the 
form of increased subsidies by the state to local 
government. But such largesse on the part of the state has 
proved to be, at best, only a momentary stemming of rising 
local tax rates. As Governor Reagan observed, without 
accompanying limitations state appropriations to local 
government “ are quickly eroded. 
Experience is also showing that arbitrary exemptions 
which have been granted homeowners and the aged are also 
quickly offset by tax rate increases. 
Thus a homeowner who paid $500 taxes on a $5000 
assessment at a $10 rate will pay more after he has 
deducted his $750 exemption if the rate goes up. For if the 
rate rose to $12 his tax bill would be $510 even though his 
assessment with the exemption was only $4250. 
And, despite the homeowner exemption now having been 
increased to $1750 he can expect to see only a temporary 
reduction of his tax bill, if any, as the rates continue to 
climb. 
Recognizing these facts Marks is proposing an entirely 
different approach. His plan is to assess single family 
owned residences at one rate while all other property would 
have another and higher rate. 
Currently taxes are levied on all property at the same 
rate with assessments all based upon 25 per cent of market 
value. 
“ The system,” said Marks, “ is wholly inequitable .’’ 
“ It is a system which assesses property held by a person 
for the sole purpose of having a place to live at the same 
rate as property which produces revenue.’ 
“ Many people work hard all their lives to provide 
themselves with a home. It is their only asset. Taxation 
should not be such as to deprive them of the only fruit of 
their lifelong efforts.” 
“ But the fact is that property taxes are driving many 
retired and disabled people out of their homes. My 
constitutional amendment would permit the Legislature to 
establish ratios for homeowners different from that for 
other property.” 
Marks' approach is unique only in its application to 
• residences. The State Board of Equalization does make 
‘ distinctions between various classes of property under its 
jurisdiction. The Board establishes assessments for 
privately owned public utilities. Only last year it 
determined that certain railroad properties would be treated 
differently than properties owned by other utilities. It even 
made distinctions between properties held by different 
railroads. 
The principle used in making such distinctions has been 
one of ability to pay. In justifying the differences among 
utilities the Board contended that failure to do so would 
result in destroying the utilities’ ability to do business. 
Marks’ position is that failure to recognize a distinction 
between property held solely for a residence of the owner 
and that held for revenue will ultimately destroy the 
citizens’ ability to provide their own homes.

graduate student at Illinois State 
who made the U.S. Olympic team 
last year and then, fell in the first 
800-meter heat. 


But Wohlhuter looked up at the 
Los Angeles Coliseum clock heading 
into the home stretch Sunday, saw it 
at 1:42 and then steamed across the 
tape to set a world 880 mark of 1:44.6 
at the Vons Classic. 


“ I thought I had a chance when I 
saw that 42 up there,' said the quiet- 
spoken former Notre Dame athlete. 
Wohlhuter, who competes for the 
University of Chicago Track Club, 


bettered Ryun s 1:44.9 set at Terre 
Haute. Ind., June 10,1966. 
Kenya’s Kip Keino, who now 
shares top billing with Ryun on the 
new pro track circuit, was on hand 
for the meet. He said what many in 
the crowd of 10,003 in the stands 
must have thought.

of

(Wohlhuter) before.' 
South 
African 
Dame 
Malan 
finished second in 1:45.1 while ex- 
Wisconsin 
standout 
Mark 
Winzenried was third in 1:48.0 alter 
setting a blistering early pace with a 
52-second first quarter. 
"You can plan for a record all you 
want,” said Wohlhuter, "but it just 
happens. Like today. All I wanted 
was to run in the 1:45s. The only 
thing that went through my mind 
before the race was to stay up with 
the pace. Winzenried and Malan 
pushed the pace. It was just a 
matter of staying in contention. 


They did most of the work 
The newest world record holder in 
track and field is a 59, 130-pounder 
who ran second to Bowling Green’s 
Dave Wottle in the U.S. Olympic 
Trials at Eugene, Ore., last year 
when Wottle equalled the 800-meter 
mark of 1:44.3. 


"That (1:45.0) was my previous 
fastest race,” Wohlhuter said, it 
was about the equivalent of a 1:45.8 
880.” 


Wottle went on to win a gold 
medal at Munich. In Wohlhuter's 
first heat, he tripped and fell. He got 
back up and finished fourth in his 
heat race, just barely missing out 
for third 
and a spot in the 
semifinals. 
"I stayed down on the track too 
long,” he said. 
Wohlhuter was beaming Sunday 
but said, "The 880 record is slower 


than it should be.” 
He didn’t 
elaborate 
There were five Coliseum records 
(Wohlhuter broke Ryun’s Coliseum 
mark of 1:46.2, too), Belgium’s 
Emiel Puttemans turned in the best 
two-mile clocking in the world this 
year (8:28 6) and Ken Popejoy of 
Michigan State led four milers 
across the finish line in under four 
minutes. 


"I got my second wind and ran for 
my life,” said Popejoy, the Big Ten 
mile champion who was clocked in 
3:58 4.

Attendance has been 
below the break-even point since the expansion club was formed in 
1969. The Padres have finished in the Western Division cellar every 
year. 
The sale appeared imminent late last year but just before Christmas 
the club announced it would remain in San Diego. 
"There is only one Santa Claus in baseball,” minority owner E J 
"Buzzy” Bavasi said at the time. “ And his name is C A Smith .” 
Bavasi owns 32 per cent of the Padres while Smith and his daughter, 
Mrs. Carol Shannon, own the remainder 
"If this is a reality,” Bavasi said Sunday, "if the f ranchise moves to 
Washington, it's not an indictment of the city. I can’t blame the town 
or the people 
"I blame the National League which forced us to pay $10 million for 
an expansion franchise. We’d be in good shape* if wed paid tfie 
American League expansion price (estimated at $6 million) We have 
shown that we can break even at an attendance of 700,000 
Attendance this year has been 249,284 for 26 dates It was expected 
to dwindle to almost nothing with the

A view from the hill 


There are towns which have been built in 
valleys with large hills towering over 
them. On warm, sunny days such heights 
are made for contemplation. 
As the solitary viewer traces the town 
and its geographic features, a feeling of 
great peace can descend. 
From this distance, man’s habitations 
and his works seem well-ordered. 
The rectangles of the blocks of houses 
are like pigeonholes ready for the storage 
of life’s meanings. 
The rivers and the streets seem to fit the 
contours of the land and if they do not it 
would appear simple to make this slight 
rearrangement or that bit of altering to 
gain complete symmetry. 
On these heights it is hard to reconcile 
the existence of wars. It is only when you 
are back in the narrower confines of the 
city’s streets, marching with the masses 
of humanity, that wars become a reality 
again. 
At times, history seems little but a 
recital 
of 
wars 
past. 
There 
are 
philosophers who argue, in fact, that war 
is as “normal” as peace. 
Memorial Day, of course, is a day set 
aside to bow a moment over the war dead

of the past. It has grown to encompass all 
those who made the supreme sacrifice. 
Our national emblem flies over their 
graves and they are decorated with 
blooms. A rifle volley rips out and the 
lonely voice of a bugle sounds “Taps. 
They are remembered, we tell the war 
dead. And again we renew our promise 
that they will not have died in vain and that 
we are doing our puny best to prevent 
others from sharing their fate. 
We look about us and see much of the 
world in turmoil, despite all the efforts of 
the 
past 
three 
decades 
to 
replace 
international strife with a just world 
order. Despite continuing challenges and 
occasional setbacks, world leadership 
remains in our hands. But leadership has 
its price, and we can be sure that, having 
surmounted present challenges, yet others 
await us over the horizon. 


On that hilltop, conflict seemed remote. 
Down here, we know it is all too real and 
immediate. The challenge is continuing, 
and our response must be strength 
of 
spirit and moral fiber as well as in aims. 
In this fashion, must we keep faith with 
ourselves and those Americans we honor. 


Work as one 


HANGCHOW - You sU rt in 
China with the 800,000,000 and, the 
new social order having released 
their energies, they are everywhere. 
For the newcomer the impression is 
of a people moving irresistibly 
forward. 
On a Sunday the 
great wall is black 
w i t h 
m a s s e s 
marching 
up 
the 
steep slopes to the 
h i g h e s t 
w a t c h 
towers. They have 
been brought from 
Peking 
in 
trucks 
and buses provided 
by 
commune 
or 
factory 
for 
the 
outing on their day 
off. 
At the Ming tombs the same crowds 
pass through the great red gate and 
queue up to go down into the crypt. 
They are good-natured, cheerful 
seeming, 
with little pushing 
or 
elbowing. Here is a son or 
a 
grandson — the Chinese look so 
much younger than their yeais, you 
can never tell — helping an elderly 
woman up the steep slope. She has 
the tiny feet, stumps almost, that 
resulted 
from the 
foot-binding 
custom of the upper class in the old 
China. 
Children, 
fresh 
and 
healthy 
looking, are all over the place. They 
suck on popsicles sold by vendors, 
they munch on half-loaves of bread. 
Teen agers march with a leader 
holding high a pole with the r ^ flag 
of the People’s Republic blowing out 
stiffly in the strong wind. 
Here in Hangchow the pagodas 
and pavilions of the old China, or 
new structures similar in design, 
reflect the historic past. In the I2th 
century the city was the center of a 
school of painting noted for the 
landscapes 
of 
the 
dramatic 
mountains encircling beautiful west 
lake. 
From the beginning of the Sung 
dynasty the city, as the seat of 
imperial power, 
had a fabulous 
splendor. Marco Polo wrote of one 
of its districts that had been entirely 
turned over to entertainment “ as 
the greatest city which may be 
found in the world where so many 
pleasures may be found that one 
fancies himself to be in paradise” 
The shores of West Lake are today 


handsomely wooded with willows 
that bend over the water and newly 
planted trees lining the roadways. 
The setting of silk mill No. 1, which 
turns out brilliant brocades, is a 
carefully 
tended 
garden 
with 
flowering 
borders 
and 
broad 
passageways. 
Hua Kang park, where President 
Nixon fed the big goldfish, is bright 
with flowers and 
immaculately 
kept. 
As it was seven centuries ago, 
Hangchow is where the Chinese 
dream of going. Yet even on a 
w e e k e n d 
the 
c r o w d s 
a r e 
comparatively small. 
Time and geography are part of 
the mixture of a people who have 
undergone years of turbulent change 
as we had reason in a small instance 
to realize. An overseas Chinese in 
Washington asked us to try to find in 
Shanghai a brother whom he had not 
seen in 23 years. Thanks to the 
diligent efforts of friendly escorts, 
he was located even though he had 
undergone a name change. 
He was absent on his regular run 
on a freighter to Dairen and his wife 
came to see us in the Peace Hotel. 
Still young-looking, she could hardly 
contain her excitement. The good 
news to take back is that the 83- 
year-old father is alive and well. 
One can conjecture that this is 
happening in thousands of instances 
as overseas Chinese come in large 
nu m b e rs . 
They 
are 
being 
e n co ur a g ed 
to 
visit 
the ir 
motherland. 
Some, as in the instance above, 
had gone to Hong Kong or Taiwan, 
then to Chinese centers in Asia and, 
a few, to North America. 


The knitting together is occurring 
in a variety of ways, large and 
small. Mass organizations attacked 
during the cultural revolution are 
being rebuilt. Trade unions, youth 
leagues, peasant organizations 
these are 
an important second 
channel of communication to the 
countryside for Mao Tse-tung and 
Chou Kn-Iai. That is to say, they 
supplement 
the 
three-cornered 
organization in every commune and 
factory of the army, the cadres and 
the peasants and workers. 
It would be inaccurate to speak of 
autonomous 
authority 
in 
the 
provincial capitals. Yet authority is 
dispersed 
inasmuch 
as 
the 


revolutionary standing committees 
that administer each have a degree 
of independence in decision-making.
